LaDonna Tucker forfeits 
$20,000 appearance bond 


A former Coffee county woman 
who failed to show for her third 
murder trial on March 21 in Troy 
had a $20,000 appearance bond for- 
feited last week and was returned to 
jail after a new bond of $100,000 
was set by Circuit Judge Gary 
McAliley. 

LaDonna Lynn Tucker, formerly 
of Enterprise, appeared before 
Judge McAliley on Thursday, April 
28, in Troy for a hearing dealing 
with the bond forfeiture and her fail- 
ure to appear for the trial, 

Mrs. Tucker, charged with mur- 
der in connection with the 1981 
shooting death of her husband, Sgt. 
Jimmy Tucker, was remanded back 
to the Coffee County Circuit Court 
in 1986 by the Alabama Supreme 
Court and a later change of venue 
moved the trial to Pike County, 
where a second trial ended in a mis- 
trial when the jury failed to reach a 
verdict. 

Mrs. Tucker was released on 
bond and reportedly returned to the 
home of relatives in Kansas, but 
failed to return to Alabama in 
March for the start of the third trial 
and was apprehended and returned to 
the state by law enforcement offi- 
cials, 

During the bond forfeiture hear- 


ing last week, Tucker's court ap- 
pointed attornies presented affidavits 
from Mrs, Tucker's daughter and 
sister, both of which dealt with the 
mental state of Mrs, Tucker prior to 
the scheduled March 21 trial date. 

The affidavits reported that Mrs, 
Tucker had apparently intended to 
return to the state for the trial, 

Mr. O.D, Huddleston, Mrs, 
Tucker's father, stated at the hearing 
that his daughter was having mental 
Reonlemns and testified that at times 

ts. Tucker was almost impossible 
to understand. 

In his request for the bond forfei- 
ture, District Attorney Joel Folmar 
stated that the failure of Mrs. Tuck- 
er to appear for the March trial cost 
the state an estimated $3-5,000 in 
expenses to provide transportation 
to some forty witnesses. He added 
that it also cost over $1,000 to go 
to Kansas and return Mrs, Tucker to 
the state, 

In making the ruling, Judge 
McAliley stated that Mrs, Tucker 
had given no legal excuse or justifi- 
cation for failing to appear. 

A tenative trial date of Aug.15 
has been scheduled for the third trial 
of Mrs. Tucker, with he trial to be 
held at the Pike County courthouse, 
in Troy.

(World War 1, World War 2, Korea 
and Vietnam) and must have ren- 
dered honorable service during the 
period of captivity.

"Gov. Guy Hunt has designated

"Anyone who knows of a case of 
elderly abuse or suspected abuse, 
neglect or exploitation should con- 
tact the Coffee County De ent 
of Human Resources or they may 
call toll free 1-800-458-7214," stat-

Mrs. Smith stated that a parent- 
ing skills class was started at the 
DeRamus Headstart Center in En- 
terprise and that the classes were be- 
ing presented in conjunction with 
nutrition classes sponsored by the 
County Extension Office. One on 
one parenting skills training with 
parents in their homes is also being 
held, which provides new parents 
and parents with problems a chance 
to meet with experts and solve their 
problems. 

Food Stamp Office supervisor 
Debbie Jones reported that in March 
the office issued stamps to a total 
of 1,196 households, with the total 
number of people in the households 
being 3,043. The total value of the 
stamps was $130,623. 

Service Unit supervisor Cathie 
Hansen stated that during the past 
month the unit investigated a total 
of 29 cases, including 12 cases of 
possible physical abuse, 5 cases of 
possible sexual abuse and 12 possi- 
ble cases of neglect. 

"Anyone providing child care 
(babysitting) to unrelated children 
in their home is required to be li- 
censed by our unit," added Hansen. 
"This licensing involves checking 
references, surveying the home and 
insuring safety guidelines are met. 
Parents who work should insist on 
licensed, qualit¥ day care for their 
children and can receive a list of li- 
censed providers at the Human Re- 
sources office, in Elba, 

Eligibility and Child Support 
supervisor Dianne Parker reported 
that eligibility workers attended the 
corrective action meeting for public 
assistance workers in March, 

"These meetings are always en- 
lightening as far as policy interpre- 
tation is concerned," stated Parker. 
“and it is always amazing how dif- 
ferently individuals and counties can 
interpret and apply the same poli- 
cy in so many different ways and 
yet feel as if they were doing it ac- 
cording to policy.

Elba may become the site of a new Day Care Center for Adults if a 
proposal being batted around by city officials, the county health department 
and Human Resources is productive. We talked with all three of these 
groups last week and they paint a pretty positive picture of Elba's chances 
of getting this project off the ground. We like the idea of having a respecta- 
ble place that adults with problems that make children uneasy about leaving 
them alone all day can avoid being by themselves, When the children need 
to go to a regular job every day this can create a problem. In this project, 
the adult would be dropped off at the center when the person normally with 
them was enroute to work and picked up on the way home, A trained person 
would be available to administer any needed medicine; meals would be avail- 
able. This would provide jobs for fifteen to twenty-five people, and day care 
for some 100 area adults, Once the start-up cost of an estimated $135,000 is 
raised, the facility would be self-supporting through nominal payments 
from those staying each day. By the way, the location for this facility as it 
is presently being considered is the former Gunter-Dunn building now 
owned by the City of Elba and being considered for several uses - and also 
demolition is a possibility. The building is large enough for some 225 peo- 
ple, but authorities suggest keeping the number down to about 100 or 125. 
We support this project with enthusiasm. 


Last week we commended the county commissioners for voting down a pro- 
posal to borrow a bunch of money to pave roads right here before election 
time .. . . in other words buying mine and your vote with our money.

Wherefore, come out from 
among them and be ye separate, saith the Lord, And touch not the unclean 
thing; And I will receive you, And will be a Father unto you, and ye shall 
be my sons and daughters saith the Lord Almighty."

Do departed Christians become 


P a angels in heaven? 


in funeral especially if the funeral is for a 


small child, "There is now another angel in heaven." But there is no evi- 
dence in scripture that any person becomes an angel upon death, and in fact 
the scriptures teach otherwise. This myth that departed humans become an- 
gels is very popular with today's entertainment industry, and numerous mo- 
vies and television programs have been made with this theme. Often a per- 
son supposedly goes to heaven, but must come back to earth to perform 
some good deed, in order to earn his “angel wings," or some such thing. 
These ideas come from man’s imagination, not from God's revelation! 
Angels are created beings, separate and apart from human beings. The 
psalmist said, "Praise ye him, all his angels: praise ye him, all his hosts . . 
. for he commanded, and they were created" (Psalm 148:2, 5), Not only were 
the angels created, they apparently were created before the world. Job 38 
speaks of the creation of the world, when "the sons of God (or angels) 
shouted for joy" (Job 38:7). Nehemiah wrote, "Thou, even thou, art Lord 
alone; thou hast made heaven, the heaven of heavens, with all their host, the 
earth, and all things that are therein" (Neh, 9...6), The heavenly host, that 
worships God, is made up of angels. 
We know that men, good and evil, can and do die. Jesus told the story of 
Lazarus the beggar in Luke 16. "And it came to pass, that the beggar died, 
and was carried by the angels into Abraham's bosom" (Luke 16:22). Lazarus 
died, but he was still Lazarus, and did not become an angel. Instead, he was 
carried to Paradise by angels, 1 Corinthians 15 clearly teaches the resurrec- 
tion, Paul writes, "Behold, I shew you a mystery; We shall not all sleep, 
but we shall all be changed, in a moment, in the twinkling of an eye, at the 
last trump; for the trumpet shall sound, and the dead shall be raised incor- 
ruptible, and we shall be changed. For this corruptible must put on incorrup- 
tion, and this mortal must put on immortality” (1 Cor, 15:51-53), The 
Bible teaches resurrection. If men became angels at death, it would be rein- 


carnation, not resurrection. 


Angels are a distinct creation of God. They are neither divine, human, nor 
animal. The first chapter of Hebrews emphasizes the fact that Jesus as God 
was above the angels. Christ "sat down on the right hand of the Majesty on 
high; Being made so much better than the angels, as he hath by inheritance 
obtained a more excellent name than they" (Heb. 1:3-4), But because of His 
love for man, "We see Jesus, who was made a little lower than the angels 
for the suffering of death, crowned with glory and honor; that he by the grace 
of God should taste death for every man." (Heb. 2:9)

Serita during a break at the New 
Brockton Elementary School, "I 
learned of the program by accident, 
but was interested immediately and 
happy to get the chance to come to 
the United States." 

Miss Serita explained that in Ja- 
pan all children are required to at- 
tend school for nine years, begin- 
ning at age six. The students are 
required to attend six years at the 
elementary level and three years at 
junior high and may also attend 
three years of high school, although 
the program is not mandatory. De- 
spite the non-mandatory factor in 
high school, over 90 percent of Jap- 
anese students graduate from high 
school! 

"The students attend school six 
days a week from 8:30 until 2:40 
for a total of 240 days a year," added 
Serita. "Each period is forty- 
minutes long and the students try 
very hard to learn so they can ad- 
vance to the next level. While Eng- 
lish is required for a total of six 
years in school, the actual teaching 
is only through writing and reading, 
no speaking of the language is 
taught." 

“One of the most important as- 
pects of Japanese education is the 
required entrance examinations for 
all students," explained the Japanese 
intern, "There are entrance exams at 
every level of education and the 
competition is keen because pass- 
ing the exams and advancing to the 
next level has not only educational 
pressure, but also pressure from the 
family and the entire social struc- 
ture." i 

"T like the schools in the United 
States because the students are more 
relaxed and are not pressured con- 
stantly to excell at all levels," said 
Scrita. "The students here are very 
Smart and study very hard, but they 
enjoy going to school and have fun 
while they are going," 

A major difference in Japanese 
education is the emphasis on “effort 
over intelligence," 

According to Miss Serita, chil- 
dren who are having trouble learn- 
ing are told the problems arise sim- 
ply because the students are not 
trying hard enough, The students 
are told that they are not very 
smart, but at the same time the stu- 
dents know that if they ty hard 
enough they will be able to make it 
even though they are not intelli- 
gent. If a student doesn't try hard 
enough he is told that he is letting 
his group down, letting his family 
down and letting his nation down, 
Moral and character development 
precedes academic development and 
a special "effort prize" is cherished 
over a similar "excellence prize." 

Another emphasis in. Japanese 
education is that of group conform- 
ism. 

Teachers establish groups in the 
early grades and these groups are 
used by the teachers to enforce dis-

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cipline. If a child is misbehaving, 
the teacher often won't speak to the 
child directly, but might speak to 
the class as a group and ask the oth- 
er students if the behavior of the 
student in question is best for the 
class. Through this method, the stu- 
dent can be singled out, while at the 
same time not be singled out and 
remain part of the group and realize 
his importance to the group. 

The importance of values and 
correct behavior goes far beyond the 
classroom and is practiced at the 
home. A child is taught very care- 
fully how to hang his coat, how to 
arrange his plate at the table and 
how to best present his manners at 
all times. Many of the values date 
back to the Shinto and Confucian 
moral codes and are centered around 
the values of respect for elders and 
for authority, as well as the values 
of cleanliness and a hard work ethic. 

The strength of the Japanese 
group is often mentioned as a major 
factor in the success of the country; 
however; Miss Serita stated that she 
felt the system also caused many 
weaknesses. 

One major weakness pointed out 
by Miss Serita was that the empha- 
sis on effort tends to create people 
whovare "tense and workaholics." 
Another weakness is the belief that 
Students are to be taught at the 
same level, no matter the intelli- 
gence level of the student. This 
creates extra pressure on the stu- 
dents who are not able to keep up 
and who must also take the entrance 
exams. 

A lack of individualism, accord- 
ing to Miss Serita, often leads to 
the individual becoming lost. It 


also leads to bullying because many 
children who are having difficulity 
pay the price by being punished by 
the group for not conforming, 
When asked about her stay in the 
United States, Ikuko stated "I have 
really enjoyed my stay and hope to 
come back, It has taken a while to 


get used to the foods because Amer- 
icans cal so many sweets and the 
foods are so heavy. The clothos are 
the same as in Japan in that we all 
like to wear jeans and sneakers, so, 
while there are many differences 
there are also many things that are 
the same,"

Elba fountain funds begin to rise 


Another meeting in the long 
chain designed to completely reno- 
vate the landmark flowing well 
fountain on the courthouse lawn in 
Elba was held Thursday afternoon 
in the main courtroom of the Elba 
courthouse, 

The meeting was called by Pro- 
bate Judge Marion Brunson and was 
attended by about 20 city and coun- 
ty officials and interested citizens. 

Mr. Henry Wheeler, an onamen- 
tal iron professional from Dothan 
was present to show some possible 
designs and help the group decide 
which direction it would be best to 
follow. 

Wheeler noted that a fountain 
along the lines desired by those 
present could be purchased at a price 
varying from $4,000 to about 
$9,000. Add this to the four or five 
thousand for repairing the pool; two 
thousand for brick work on the wall 
and walkway; more for water foun- 
tains and electric lights and pumps 
and the total price for the Elba 
flowing well renovation will proba- 
bly exceed $12,000. 

Brunson , Elba Mayor Bob Eng- 
lish and County Commissioner 
Robert Stephens estimate they have 
on hand or committed about half 
the needed funds, 

Additional funds are still be so- 
licited and anyone interested in 
making a donation can make checks 
to the Flowing Well Restoration 
Fund and mail or deliver the check 
to Judge Burnson, English or Ste- 
phens.

Goshen Telephone 
Company receives 
$1 million REA loan 


United States Senator Richard 
Shelby was joined by Senator How-

Shelby stated "I am pleased 
that REA has approved this sub- 
stantial loan for the Goshen Tele- 
phone Company. Telephone com- 
munications has become the most 
relied upon form of communica- 
tions in our country and with this 
federal loan I feel confident that the 
Goshen Telephone Company will 
be able to expand and improve its 
service to meet the needs of its 
many customers in the Pike, Coffee 
and Crenshaw county area."

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Former Elba policeman asks to be put back to work 


The Elba City Council heard a 
request for reinstatement from a for- 
mer city police officer Monday 
night and also voted to take bids on 
construction of the pool around the 
courthouse fountain presently under 
renovation. 

Former police officer Michael 
Patrick addressed the city council 
and said,"All I have to say is I 
would like to get back on the 
force". He continued with,"I have 
some signatures of people who 
want me back on" 


Patrick then presented Mayor 
Bob English with a stack of papers 
that contained names of people re- 
questing his reinstatement. The 
pages contained varying numbers of 
names from a few to full pages. 

English looked at the pages one 
at a time and passed them to each 
council member. He then told Pa- 
trick that the police department was 
"Now at full force and we are not 
hiring. When we do, you would 
have to go back through the system 
and get recommended by the chief", 


He added, "That is the way it is set 
up in our city code," 

Reverend W. T. Harris addressed 
the council in Patrick's behalf and 
said, " I think everyone deserves a 
second chance." 

Council member Jack Prescott 
noted that according to the letter 
shown council members, Patrick 
was told to either "resign or be 
fired". He added that the man had a 
right to a hearing before the council 
and should have been told this at 
the time. 


Water & Electric Board saves $190,000 


The Elba Water and Electric has 
saved $190,775 in a deal with the 
Farmer's Home Adminstration in 
which the utility refinanced a bond 
issue of money borrowed from the 
government to pay for some utility 
improvements several years ago. 
The savings were possible due to 
FHA giving a huge discount for 
early repayment of the loan. 

Elba officials worked out a deal 
with Hugo Marx & Co, of Birm- 
ingham in which $200,000 in new 
money will be borrowed at seven 
and one half percent interest. This 
money will pay off the existing 
$273,000 balance on the principal 


of the loan at a discount of almost 
one third: The actual percent being 
paid on the total loan is 66.647%. 
This works out to be something 
around $185,000 including accruded 
interest. Adding cost of the bond is- 
sue, the utility is borrowing the 
$200,000 and paying it back over a 
20-year period, thus cutting 15 
years off the total payback time. 

The cut back of the payback 
time will increase the monthly pay- 
ments about $300 a month but will 
figure into the saving of the 
$190,775. 

According to Hugo Marx Ill,

The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
May 9 at the courthouse in Enter- 
prise and gave final approval to an 
application for federal funding that 
would allow the rural water systems 
in the county to extend their sys- 
tems and also allow other rural are- 
as to establish such systems. 

Jack Griffith, of the Southeast 
Alabama Regional Planning & De- 
velopment Commission, presented 
the final draft of the application at 
Monday's meeting and after brief 
explanation of the process got the 
commission's approval for the $1 
million project. 


Third case of 
rabies reported 
in county 


The Coffee County Health De- 
partment reported this week that it 
had confirmed the third case of ra- 
bies in the county. 

According to Richard Brown, 
Public Health Enviromentalist, the 
third case was reported in the Betha- 
ny Community and confirmed on 
May 5, There was no human expo- 
sure, but one dog was exposed and 
was terminated, 

The three cases reported this year 
have been in three different areas of 
Coffee County, with one being 
south of Enterprise, one at the Ta- 
bernacle Community and the latest 
at Bethany. 

"We would like to strongly urge 
the citizens of Coffee County to 
make sure their domestic animals 
have been treated for rabies within 
the past year and to beware of wild- 
life out of its natural habitat. 


The federal funding, if approved,

*** learned that a $6,000 grant to 
begin the work on organization of a 
countywide water system had been 
approved; 

***approved a request to open 
bids on traffic signs, fuel and ma- 
chinery parts at the next meeting; 

***received a fuel consumption 
report from the county engineer; 

***received a map showing the 
roads that had been recently bladed 
in the county; 

***approved a request from the 
county engineer that for the remain- 


der of the Fiscal Year all 2 cent 
funds be automatically transferred to 
the 3R Fund, in the highway de- 
partment; 

*“**took no action on a request 
by Comm. Sid Averett that roads 
86,48, 89 and the Boy Scout Road 
be bush-hogged; 

***agreed to meet with the 
county engineer on May 16 to 
study the possibility of adding addi- 
tional workers to do bush-hogging 
in the county; 

***was told the state had ap- 
proved a resurfacing plan for the 
county; 

***approved a request by an En- 
terprise car dealer to rent the county 
fairgrounds at New Brockton for a 
special car sale in June; 

***approved the extension of the 
South Genuine Water Authority 
into an area of Coffee County; 

***was reminded that May 12 is 
Older Americans Day and a special 
program is scheduled at the Enter- 
prise Civic Center; 

***was informed that May 13 
will be designated as Ned Folmar 
Day in Coffee County; 

***apreed to adopt formal guide- 
lines for future rent of farm center 
facilities; 

***and, set a public hearing for 
May 23 on a request to close a dirt 
road in Goodman. 


Thursday afternoon with the details 
of the transaction, this is part of the 
federal government's efforts to raise 
money and they are willing to take 
the heavy discount to get their 
hands on cash money, Marx ex- 
plained that the utility is able to 
take advantage of this hefty savings 
because of the government's finan- 
cial condition. He noted they had 
been packaging these loans in large 
groups and selling them to private 
investment groups and the investors 
were reaping the savings; however 
the changes in procedures allow city 
governments to reap the savings 
themselves. 

Under the original loan terms the 
utility board would have paid 
$584,650 in principal and interest 
between now and the completion of 
the payback in 2023. However the 
new bond issue will cost the utility 
(utility .users) of Elba only 
$393,875, thus saving the 
$190,775. 


Patrick did get a hearing before 
the council in executive session af- 
ter the resignation had been accept- 
ed, Patrick talked with the council 
members as did a number of people, 
both for and against his continued 
employment as a police officer.
